About four years ago. he 
spent one month very profitably attending a ministers’ institute 
‘at East Lake, near Birmingham, Ala., conducted by Rev. Pik 
Purser. There he had the pleasure of listening to lectures 
from such men as Manly, McDonald, Anderson, Purser and 
others. In 1873, he joined the Shibuta Baptist church in a 
mecting conducted by the lamented James Nelson. He was 
licensed to preach in the fall of that year, helped in protracted 
meetings the next year, and was ordained to the full work of 
thé ministry in the fall of 1874. Te at once aceepted the 
care of churches, being then just twenty-one”ycars ald. The 
next three or four years were spent in close study and pastoral 
and protracted meeting work. In those years much valuable 
material was gathered and stored away for future use. Te 
studied the Bible and a few other good books closely, was sys- 
tematic in both study and work, and his mind was active and 
retentive. On August, 14, 1878, he was marticd to Miss

He sometimes gives up the ministry’ 
partially, and once of twice has retired altogether and taken a a 
complete rest. But the fields were so white and the laborers so 
few that he would soon be pressed into service again. He has 
served the following. churches since he entered the ministry.

You can attend horse races in 
Sallisaw and there are plenty of places to 
fish. Inez says "Muskogee is antique 
country. Over 550 dealers.” She has 
brochures for you to examine when you 
arrive. On Sunday afternoon, July 18th, 
over 1000 "Civil War Soldiers" from 
Texas, Missouri and Massachusetts will 
re-enact the Honey Springs battle. The

Shaffner (1881-1971), Kathryn Mae 
(Phillips) Mott (1891-1988), and 
Rozella (Phillips) Bright (1899-1978), 
made their homes and reached early 
adulthood in the Northwest Missouri 
counties of Harrison, DeKalb, Caldwell, 
Clinton, and Clay.

GADSDEN, Ala. — Evidence 
that Gadsden’s old black news- 
paper existed is hard to find 
and pieces of old copies 
crumble away with every 
touch.
